IF one that is Preſt for the neceſlary Service, 
and defence of his Country againſt a foreign Enemy, alledg

to none but Kizg Jeſ#s, and that all other Government is A4z- 


tichriſtian, his Purſe muſt be free, and the King: muſt loſe his 


ſhare; and then in a ſhort time you may. judg what wyl be- 
come of his Majeſty's Revenue. If he pleads 'tis againſt his 
Conſcience to bear Office in Church, or State, he mult not by 
any means be troubled, his Neighbours muſt take the Bur- 
den, and ſhare the trouble among them. All theſe are juſt, 
and due Inferences, and we ſee by them whither this Liberty 
leads ;, nothing can be ſafe under it, 'no not our Lives. Men 
may think it a duty to murder us; Thoſe that kill you, ſball 
think they do God good ſervice : 'And the Scotch Field-meeters 
atually hald, and teach in their Sermons, and their Books, 
rhat *tis bawful, yea, heroical, to kill Biſhops, or any ordained. 
by. them; and in conſequence of that Doctrine, Ten of thoſe 
Zealot barbarouſly murdered the Arch-Biſhop of St. Andrews: 
Yea their Dodrine is, that 'tis lawful to kill any one that. hath 
forſaken their Covenazt, conſequently the K ing himſelf, upon. 
whom they forceably impoſed it: And ſome that have the 
heroical Impulſe, that is, a-ſtrong inclination to-murder any of 
the ſorts ſo. ſentenced by them, wHl think. himſelf bound in 
Conſcience to doit. And when he hath ſo-done, muſt he be 
indemnified, and exempt from Puniſhment, becauſe it was. his 
Copſcience z So it ought to be according toithis Nodrine.. ;

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deny-when they pleaſe; and the Inſtances alledg'd anal are 
among the Qrnakers, Fifth Monerchifts, Scotch: Presbjterians, 
and ſuch like ; and if this Principle be allowed, their number, 
and their pretences would quickly increaſe to the deftruction of 
all Righr, Property, and Government.

Ask the Papiſts in Spain, Germany, or France, if they are for 
Toleration £ Ask the Presbyterians, whether they would /Tole- 
rate? In their times nothing was: ſo: .:abammable, fo Arti- 
chriſtian, as accurſed Foleration, (as they then call'd; it) no- 
thing ſo vehemently thundred. againſt in theiv Pulpits every; 
where.” We may remember how they Perſecuted, Sequeltred, 
Impriſond, ruined the Epiſcopal. Divines forreading the pub- 
lick Liturgie, according to the Laws, their Oaths,- their Conſci- 
ences : Their: plea. of Conſcience was nothing then 3'we know 
who denied the liberty of this Worſhip even: to the King him- 
ſelf in his own Chappel: They would not fuffer in his Ex- 
tremities any of his own Chaplains to come: to him, when he 
earneſtly defired-it. , And what Liberty was given to all other 
Sects by the Independents, in their day, becauſe they could not 
kelp it, was denied to Popery, and Prelacy ( as they. joyn'd 
them ) becauſe they could.

Preaching muſt be more 
Seriow , AfﬀeGdionate, Zealous, this is in the power of every 
Preacher 3 to be Prefound, and. Learned, is not ſo. In the 
many poor inſufficient Livings we may not expe men of great, 
and deep Knowledg, and where ſuch are, this Qualification 
doth not recommend. them to the generality of the People, 
their Zeal 'doth much more: In this-the meaneſt Preachers 
may. abound,. and. by this they will affe& their Hearers, though 
Wit, : and ſhews of Learning are wanting. Theſe, as things are, 
the leaſt; able, endeavour to oſtentate, and ſuch oſt; but the 
highelt they can attain to, in it, is but Pedartiſm, and Childifh- 
eſs, which are deſpiſed by the Judicious, and not underſtood 
by the reſt; ſo that they loſe their end, and the end of 
Preaching more 3 they do no good, get no hold on the People 3 
whereasdid even theſe but aim at llraging the Ignorant ſert- 
ouſly, and the exciting all to their Duty earneſtly, and de- 
voutly, it would atone for their imperfeCtions with the Judict- 
ous, and have good effect upon the reſt. 

I have ſpoken freely in this Matter, under a great ſenſe of 
this Evil, andT hope I ſhall not be underſtood to reflet upon 
any worthy men of our Church, I deſign'd only to expreſs my 
Juſt indignation againſt wazton Wiilings ( Preachers, and Peo- 
ple ) whoſe number, thanks be to God, leſſens daily, and 
among all Intelligent Church-men this way is exploded, and 
every wheredefpiſcd. | 4 

There 1s another Error in defect, in reference to Preach- 
ing, it 1s of thoſe that reckon it an indifferent , a. meerly 
humane thing; when as it is certainly of Divize appointment; 
to continue tothe end of the World,  Mat.:28.20. We ought 

inthe ſenſe of this, to be more frequent, and heedful, in our 


atten- 


wm, and reſped every duty proportionably to the Dignity, 
= neccſlity a it. And if generally we had been ſo aj bed 
thus Lealonus as we ought, many of the People that now run 
away from our Communion, had ſtill been ozrs. They like 
Presbjterians, and other Secs, becauſe the Preachers are ear- 
reſt, and make ſhew of much Zeal ( as the People alſo do ) 
not becauſe they are for ſuch, or ſuch a Church-Government, 
for this, or that Opinion : The -wltitude underſtand not theſe 
things, follow them not for that Cauſe, but for the opimon 
they have of their being Godly, and Zealow. And we may 
be, we ſhould be as zealous for Religion, in the tre Way, as 
they ſeem to be in the wrozg : Our Charch permits, requires 
this from us, We ought not to diſtinguiſh our ſelves from 
them by {lighting, and avoiding the lawful expreſlions of 
Chriſtian Zeal; the Intereſt of our Church doth not require 
that, but the contrary. If our Zeal were more proportion'd 
to the goodneſs of our Cauſe, that goodneſs of our Cauſe 
would be more knowy, and acknowledg'd, and our Adverla- 
xies would more eaſily be reconcil'd unto it.

How common 1s it 
for lewd men, yea,' for green, wnfanght Toth, +0 queltion, 'di- 
ſpute, . cavil at the moſt facred Articles of Religion: To do 
this in Taverns, 'Coffee-Honſes, in' all Companies, In the pre- 
ſence of the Miniſters of Religion, before #he-x to chooſe? 
How will-the young Wi#lmgs pride, and plume themfelves? 
'How will they briſle, and perk up, when they talk with thoſe 
of the facred-funtion agamft Religion? How do hey 2a 
their Reaſons,” becauſe (forſoorh y the (thing they defend is 
their Intereft ; and vaunt'their own arguments as Demrorftra- 
tions, when they are ſcarce Senſe 7 It would'turn a man's'Sto- 
mach to ſee the infolence and folly of theſe bold Youngſters, 
which are-a'{candal to the Reformation, and give occaſion to 
-our! Roman Enemies to brand us all as Atheiſts, or not far from 
being ſuch; whereby they are hardned in their Way, and have 
great advantage to win more to them. 

Particularly at this-time theſe [-fidels do: Popery great fer- 
vice. They are violent in their Out-crys agamſt it, violent 
to Fury 3 none ſo fierce as they; of which there can be no 


Reaſon, but either the conſideration of their Lands, or this, 


that Popery 1s a Relzgion, (at leaft it pretends unto it.) Now 
by thistheir clamour and fierceneſs, by their appearing fo'for- 
ward, fo 'in the Front as'it were, againſt Popery, they give 
occaſion to the Papiſts to think, and ſay that our Zeal is an 
Heathen Perſecution of Chriſtianity, that they are ſo malign'd, 
ſo appoled by us, becauſe they profeſs Religion, and are not 
Inkidels : And it may ſaggeſt to others that are yer indifferent, 
that: certainly there's fome great good in Popery, that ſuch 
Tun upon it with ſuch violence; and 'tis natural to men to fa- 
vour. that, which the Wicked, and thoſe whoſe ways they 

have cauſe to-abhor, difſike, abominate, and flie out againlt.

All this, Sir, 1 ſay to ſhew, how little ſenſe, and reaſon there 
3s in the Popiſh Plots,and how much betterit would be for them 
for ever to defiſt, -and to fit down in deſperation of ſucceſs. 
And if a Popiſh Prince ſhould come to rule over us, if he 
knew the real tftate of "things, and the weakneſs of that party, 
he would never think of reducing the Nation to that Religi- 
on,which cannot be etfiected but by Miracle. The very attempt 
would hazard the ruining kim, and the Monarchy for ever.

Andif things are thus ( as I am confident upon examinati-

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andthereby inſpire them with courage to Plot againſt us. * 
zetter way I think would be, to let them ſee! we deſpiſe them; 
and to know how phantaſtical and ſenſieſs . their hopes are : 
This would really diſable them, break their Courage, and in 
likelihood put an end to their audacious Projects, from- which 
we have ſuch frequent diſturbance. 

But we hear, and they are told, they have many ſecret friends, 
Papiſts in their hearts, whq will be ready to help them, when 
time ſhall ſerve: By this way the number of Papiſts 18 ſupplied, 
and thoſe that have ends to ſerve by it, may make 1t why they 
pleaſe. I ſhall not deny, but that they may have fſOthe un- 
der-hand ſecret favourers, or that there may be divers ſuch 
in Maſquerade among the SeCts : But 1s 1t likely, that thoſe, 
whoſe caution and intereſt, hath kept them all this while from 
appearing, or declaring in times when they ſafely might have 
done it, ſhould venture all againſt the excited rage of the 
whole Nation, in ſo deſperate a Cauſe? Or, if the number of 
theſe were added, would it make any proportion to the open 
declared Enemies of that Religion ? If they ſhould lean upon 
ſuch hopes, I doubt not but they would prove broken Reeds 
that would fail, and ſuffer them to ſink to the Ground. 

And here I cannot but take notice of an intolerable PraQtice, 
extremely prejudicial to the Proteſtant Intereſt, and Religion, 
every where now prevailing, it is, the Stigmatizing every one 
that we diflike, or hate, or deſign againſt, with the brand of 
Popery. If a Gentleman ſtands to be a Member of Parliament, 
that is not a Fazatick, he is in their Mouths preſently a Papiſt, 
If one ſpeak but an earneſt word for the Government, and 
eſtabliſhments either in Church, or State that croſleth , and 
ftops ſome mens contrary violence, he is a Papiſt. If a Mini- 
ſter preach up the Peaceable, healing Chriſtian Spirit, and 
Principles in oppoſition to Madneſs, and wild Rage, he is a 
Papiſt. If a man doth not believe every ſeditious lye that is 
publiſh's in the Domeſtick, Intelligence, and Coftee-houſe Let- 
ters, he is a Papiſ#. So that-I am afraid the time is near (if

If there are not real Papiſts in the' Nation-enough'ts keep 
us10 eternal frights, tilltheſe Plotters have done with us what 
they pleaſe, they will make zrore, and we ſhall have enough 
ere they have done. Firſt, They make the Biſhops, and 
all the Conformable Clergie ſuch: We know they had concluded 
all the former but thiee, a pretty while ago ; and they are con- 
tinually labouring by ſcandalous 'Refleions, and downright 
Reproaches, in their common Diſcourſes, and their more pub- 
lick. lying News, to blaſt the whole Regular Clergy; as Pa- 
piſts in Maſquerade, ( as they phraſe it ) or favoxrrer# of Popery 
at leaſt. And though theſe have been always, and (till are 
( as I have ſhewn) the ſtout, zealous defenders of the Pro- 
teſtant Cauſe, though they are the. only ſignificant. oppoſers 
( 1n their way ). of Popiſh Errors, and Superſtitions; though 
they expoſe them daily by their learned Books, and Sermons, 
and no ſort, no order of men mm the World ever did it ore, 
nor ſo zwch; yet all this 1s nothing, it ſhall notwithſtanding 
be in the power of every contemptible Pamphleteer, of every 
Atheiſt, of every Fanatick, to blaſt any one, yea, the whole 
Body of theſe men, with the reproach of being Papiſts; an 


Out-rage, and Barbariſm ſcarce ever heard of in other Places, 


and Times: And a ſort of men there are that have no manner 
of pretence to any Religion, but this of calling every -one 
that is not asSenſleſs, or as Atheiſtica] as themſelves, Papiſts - 
TMloſe that know not their Catechiſmrs, that underſtand no more 
what Popery is than what 1s the Religion of Chiza, or the moſt 
remote parts of America; that never did, and never will ſpeak

If«hey are. /o in {pight of all their Intereſts, the zeal of their 
contrary: Profeſlion, and all their ſharp Books, and Sermons 
again(t; it, then certainly, may men think, this Popery hath 
ſomewhat in it'more. Chriſtian, more reaſonable''than we have 
been "aware, and it is not the Bugbear we' have''been 
made believe: Thus may People be tempted to favoura-

Now toCure theſe evils, and to. prevent the Dangers they 
threaten, it is greatly. to. be deflired, it the af ways 
of. diſcovering. Papiſts are not ſufhcient, that ſome other Teſs, 
the beſt that can, were made; and when thats dong, it ſhould 
be.made highly Adionable, by a particular, ſtrict, ſevere Law, 
to.call any one Papiſt, that bath taken the legal Teſt. For 'tis 
intolerable that the greateſt, and moſt dangerous reproach 
poſſible (as-that now is )) ſhould be faſtned upon a man by 
whoever p'eaſ:th, and that there ſhould be no remedy, nor 
as. much. as. any way of clearing. In other Caſes, the Law 
takes care of mens Names, as well as of their Eſtates, and there 
is no reaſon but it ſhould, they are, and ought to be as dear 
to.us, and our greateſt Intereſtsdepend on their ſecurity : And 
if it þe not done in this Caſe, here wants one great Proxiven 
for the. Liberty of the S»bje&, .and our common, ſatety from 
Tyrazny, and Arbitrary Power, There is nothing in the world 
more Arbitrary than mens Torgue- let looſe, and it they are not 
reſtrain'd, and tied up here, as in other Caſes, we are all Slaves, 
and. all expoſed, 0 ſuffer the greateſt Evils from one another 
without any way:of Redreſs; and ſo fall into a ſtate of War.

ſome out of greedy deſire to be fingring Church-Lands again; 
yet all declaring again(t Popery, are Sha 1crah, though they 
never heard themſelves reckoned of any Religion "9% So 
the SeFs, of all denominations, that-agree ſcarce in any thing 
poſitive, that hate, and vilify each other, and will ſcarce allow 
that any but themſelves are Chriſtians; yet theſe allo are all 
tackt together by the kind denomiration of being Proteſtants. 
All but we of the Church of England are ſo, that is, Thoſe that 
are of no Religion, and never pretended to be of any; thoſe 
that were bred of the Papifts, and taught their Principles by 
the Papiſts ; thoſe that never took Oaths, or Teſts againſt Po- 
pery, and that (many of on refuſe to take any : Or to give 
any legal fccurity to the publick that they are not Papiſts; theſe 
are Proteſtants, the Proteſtants : But thoſe that profeſs the Pri- 
mitive Chriſtianity reform'd by our Martzrs trom Romanerrors, 
and corruptions, and eſtabliſh't by our Laws; Thoſe that have 
publickly bound themſelves to this truely Proteſtant Religion, 
by Subſcriptions, Oaths, Sacraments, Teſts, ( all the ways that 
the wildom of the nation can find out for ſecurity ) theſe are 
Papiſts, Popiſhly affeFed, Papiſts in Maſquerade ! 
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ame, which muſt needs ſuffer by ſuch courſes, T'pray God 
preſerve us from the ill conſequences of Aqui, « that are fo 
partial, and unjuſt, and that Popery m the event havenot the 
advantages by them that they ſo faitly offer it. © 
I hope you do not underſtand me, as if I intended that all 
were Atheiſts, Debauches,c*c.that ſeem now to be over-run with 
an extravagant zeal and violence,and that wrongfully charge the 
Church of Exgland.Noz;1I know what allowances are to be made 
for mens miſtakes,who are abuſed by the cunning deceits of craf- 
ty defigns. Many honeſt,and Religious perſons are ſo miſlead at 
this time: and thoſe I pity,and pray for. But that there are many 
wicked men of the ſortsI have deſcribed, {tudymg, and endea- 
vauring the ruine both of Church, and State, you cannot but 
apprehend; and thoſe it is that I humbly caution you againl(t, 
And if ever Popery have any conſiderable advantage in this 
Nation, it will be by theic means. The miſiakes of furious Zeal 
againſt Popery may effe that, which all the aire& Zeal in the 
world for it, would never be ableto bringabout. "Tis ſobriety « *) 
that muſt ſettle, and ſecure us.

Have thus written to you with honelt plainneſs, and free- 
I dom, fuch as becomes an Engliſh-man, and a fincere Mem- 
ber of the Church of England. To the ſame purpoſe I 
have ſpoken to others, as I have had occaſion, with no other 
deſign but of ſerving the Government, and Proteſtant Religion 
by Law Eſtabliſh'd, to which by the Grace of God, while I 
live, I will adhere. But for this innocent ſort of diſcourſe I 
| have ſuffer'd ſeverely from the fierce Zeal I have deſcribed, 
and have been Stigmatized by it as a Papiſt, a denier of the 
Plot, and an Exemy to Parliaments. I have reaſon to think . 
that you have heard thefe injurious things of me, and becauſe

' For - Popery, I always was as hearty an Enemy to it as 
man that lives, and have declared that Emnity by fuch zea+ 
lous, frequent and publick oppoſitions as would expoſe me to 
the greateft rigours and perſecutions of. that Church , ſhould 
it (which'God forbid) ever regain Authority, and power in 
this Nation; Beſides that I muſt certainly, unavoidably fuf- 
fer the Joſs of all under it. I ſay, I have publickly, ſolemnly, 
earneſtly declared againſt Popery, ever fince I was capable of 
examining and knowing it 3 I have repreſented the-[dolatries, 
Superſtitions, Hereſies, Immoralities, Novelties, Abſurdities, Non- 
ſenſe, and all the Aztichriſtianiſm: of that Church, with as much 
earneſtneſs and plainneſs, as any man in my ſtation hath or can 
do. I have done 1t always, on all occaſions, and particularly 
ſince the late Plot, and oftex ſince, ( and our dangers require 
this Zeal- from us.) Sxch a Papiſt, Sir, I am : One that never 
thought of that Religion, but to deteſt it: And this inclina- 
tion and reſolution, by the help of God, I ſhall carry to my 
Grave. 

As to the Plot, I have reaſon'd about Circumſtances, and 
ſpoken of the folly, and infatuation of the Contrivance, and 
management by the Papiſts; I have laught at many Coffee-houſe 
Stories, and Terrors, tor which there was no evidence; I 
have been ſenſible of other Plots, and Deſigns built on the 
occaſion of the Popiſh one, and have ſpoken of thoſe, with 
concernment, as in theſe Papers I have done : But as here (all 
along) I ſ«ppoſe the grand Popilh Plot, and own there was 
ſuch a one; ſo in all Converſations, I have acknowledg'd the 
Plot, and ſee too much cauſe to believe the late Deſigns, and 
endeavours of Papiſts to work our Ruine., I know erough 
of the malignity of their Principles, and the vileneſs of their 
PraGtices ( of this fort) to diſpoſe me to. receive the Evi- 
dence. 

As to the laſt charge, I heartily reverence the Conſtitution, 
and reſpe& Parliaments as much as any Friend to the Govern- 
I 2 ment 
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veneration that is due to the Rep : Nation, 
and of our own. Butafter all,t 


the liberty to blame what they diſlike in publick proceedings, 
ahdeven in theirs; ſo have I ſometimes taken notice of ſuch Mi- 
takes, and Miſcarriages as the violence and defigns of 111, men 
have led that Aſſembly into. Notwithſtanding which, I can 
truly ſay, I honour Sober, Religions, and Loyal Parliaments, 
as much as any man. And I hope this, when 1t meets, will 
prove it ſelf to be ſuch, to the'confuſion of all Popiſh and, Fa- 
natical Deſigns, and the eſtabliſhment of our Religzoz, Peace, 
and a laſiing Happineſs. This is my conſtant Prayer to Al- 
mighty God for Them; and to this every true Engliſh-man will 
ſay Amen. o” 

I have been a little tedious, and perhaps 1mpertinent in this 
Apology; but I hope you will pardon it, as an effe& of the 
great deſire I have to preſerve my ſelf in your good opinion, 
which I hope I ſhall never forfeit by deſerving ſuch CharaQters 
as the fierceneſs of ſome would faſten on me: But always con- 
tinue as I am,a ſincere lover of the true Proteſtant Religion,an 
aftettionate Friend, and Subjec to the Government, in Church,
